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In Response to 
“A Silhouette Report”

Editor's Note: In the December issue we ran a short story by Major Lones Wigger. In 
that issue he described his views of the disqualification of Karen Monez at the na- 


tional championship. 


We ran that as it was received. Here we are presenting the response of Mr. Ben Av- 
ery, the referee in charge of that event. It makes interesting reading. 
Look at both sides and form your own opinions. 


Dear Mr. Moorhead, 

If sihouette shooting were football, as 
referee | would have to penalize Major 
Lones Wigger and the U.S. Army 
Marksmanship Team 15 yards for 
unsportsmanlike conduct. 

Major Wigger did a disservice to 
shooting when he declared in an ex- 
ceedingly erroneous article in your mag- 
azine that Metallic Silhouette “‘now has 
a black eye.” 

Wrote Major Wigger: ‘“‘The National 
Championships recently held in Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, saw Bill Berkley of Tucson 
crowned the National Champion. 
However, the real champion was SP/4 
Karen Monez, a 24-year-old, 95-pound 
lady from Forth Worth, Texas and the 
United States Army Marksmanship Unit 
at Fort Benning, Ga.” 

It is unbecoming of Major Wigger to 
detract from the outstanding perfor- 
mance of Dr. William Berkley, who fired 
a new national record 77 out of 120 to 
win the championship. Karen Monez 
chose to fire her custom international 
standard rifle (the same rifle she used in 
June to fire in the U.S. International 
Championships) and not compete for 
the championships with a ‘‘hunting 
type” rifle as required by silhouette 
rules. Incidentally, after challenging her 
rifle, Dr. Berkley offered to let her use his 
spare rifle or share his rifle with her — a 
common practice in silhouette matches. 

Dr. Berkley deserves better. | have ob- 
served him shoot in every silhouette 
championship. Last year in Tucson, as 
the referee, | stopped the tournament 
with 10 shots yet to go, awarding the na- 
tional championship to Major Wigger at 
a time when Dr. Berkley was only one 
point behind, if | remember correctly. It 
had to be a bitter disappointment to Dr. 
Berkley but he congratulated Major Wig- 
ger and never once complained to me 
for calling the match because of rain. In 
my book he is both a fine gentleman and 
a fine sportsman. 

NRA general regulations provide that 


R.R.M. 
any competitor may protest: (a) any in- 
justice he feels has been done him; (b) 
the conditions under which another 
competitor has been permitted to fire; 
and (c) the equipment which another 
competitor has been permitted to use. 

Dr. Berkley properly protested the 
Monez rifle. Throughout the day of firing 
the warm-up match, however, | received 
many complaints about the rifle as well 
as several others. But in each case the 
complainant refused to make a protest | 
could rule on. After the warm-up match 
and after Miss Monez had received her 
trophy, | advised her that her rifle was 
questionable and suggested she remove 
the high, removable comb as a way of 
possibly avoiding a protest. She indi- 
cated she would do this. 

It was shortly afterward that Dr. 
Berkley filed his protest with me. | could 
not find Miss Monez or any other mem- 
ber of the Army team. They had left the 
range. Later | called the Carefree Inn 
where most of the shooters were staying 
and was informed the army shooters 
were not there. | went to the range very 
early the next morning so | could notify 
her at the earliest possible time. | 
assured her and other team members 
that | would see to it that she had an op- 
portunity to sight-in and fire some prac- 
tice shots with another rifle. | told her if 
she wished to continue to fire her stand- 
ard rifle that she could not win an award. 

It was my decision not to rule the rifle 
off the range because silhouette should 
be a fun competition, and there were 
other questionable rifles present, and it 
would not be fair to tell a shooter he 
could not participate with his rifle after 
he had paid his fee and traveled a long 
distance. 

Major Wigger argued with me as did 
the Officer in Charge of the army team. 
But they apparently did not comprehend 
the events leading up to my decision. In 
his article Major Wigger comments that 
my decision ‘‘did the sport a disservice’, 
and he infers that it was very unpopular. 


| question that because many shooters 
commended me for making the ruling, 
and were highly critical of the U.S. Army 
Marksmanship Unit for bringing Miss 
Monez, probably the teams’ best shooter 
in the standing position, to the match 
with her international rifle. None of the 
other team members were firing ques- 
tionable rifles so they surely knew what 
was required of a silhouette rifle in addi- 
tion to the weight limit. 

Shortly after the competition firing 
began, the Officer in Charge of the 
Marksmanship Unit team approached 
me and demanded to know why | did not 
disqualify other rifles. | informed him 
that the referee was not authorized to 
walk up and down the line and rule on 
the conformance of rifles, but that | 
would promptly settle any dispute con- 
cerning any rifle, and that he should pro- 
test any rifle he felt was illegal, advising 
me as to why he felt it was not in confor- 
mance with the rule. He immediately 
pointed to a rifle with a heavy prone-type 
thumbhole stock and protested it. With- 
out hesitation | ruled the rifle out of con- 
formance with the rule and so advised its 
owner, informing him also that he could 
either get another rifle or shoot without 
being eligible for awards. He also chose 
to shoot without award eligibility. 

The OIC walked away and did not 
challenge any other rifles. 

| only had to rule on one other and | 
ruled it legal. However, in the course of 
the tournament, Roy Dunlap and | 
measured many rifles in an effort to 
determine measurements that would de- 
scribe a fair silhouette rifle, and | found 
only two that did not conform to the new 
rule, and neither owner was a serious 
competitor for awards. 

So, | would like now to single out Ma- 
jor Wigger’s errors. 

1. “Her rifle stock was protested by 
one of the disgruntled shooters...” 

Answer: Dr. Berkley was not a dis- 
gruntled shooter, but a fine sportsman, 
an outstanding competitor, past-presi- 
dent of the Tucson Rifle Club, and a man 
deserving of anyone’s outstanding 
sportsmanship award. 

2. ‘Her stock was singled out. She ac- 
cepted this decision and asked what 
alterations she must make in order to 
use the rifle in competition the following 
day.” 

Answer. Completely untrue. | did not 
single out her stock. In fact, it was not 
the only one disqualified. And Miss 
Monez made no such inquiry. She did 
not learn of the ruling until the following 
day. 

In addition to being referee of the 
tournament, | had been appointed chair- 
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man of the NRA Silhouette Committee 
and our committee had meetings 
scheduled at Carefree Inn during the 
championships. It was my fourth time to 
serve as referee, and the ambiguous rifle 
rule has been an increasing source of 
trouble as competitors have been striv- 
ing to develop better rifles. | announced 
at the competition that clairification of 
the rifle rule would be the first priority of 
the committee meeting and invited the 
competitors to attend. | believe about 
150 of the 288 competitors did attend, 
and as committee chairman | did not 
deny any competitor a voice. 

| believe we did come up with a fairly 
good, precise rule and the committee 
adopted a statement of intent not to 
change it for at least three years for the 
protection of those acquiring or building 
rifles. We also adopted a new (for NRA) 
classification system which has been 
developed by the USSA (United States 
Silhoueta Association), and we adopted 
the jury procedure for running matches. 
Under these changes all matches will be 


sanctioned in the future, and at State, 
Regional and National championships 
one member of the jury will be desig- 
nated by the NRA. At all other matches 
the sponsoring club will designate the 
jury. 

The members of this committee 
worked long and diligently, and as chair- 
man | commend them for an outstanding 
job under great pressure. 

| feel strongly that silhouette shooting 
does not have a black eye. It has been 
preserved as a sport primarily for hun- 
ters, and | am sure that all of the serious 
competitors will welcome the U.S. Army 
Marksmanship Unit and its very fine 
shooters, including Major Wigger and 
SP/4 Karen Monez at the 1978 cham- 
pionships and may the best man or 
woman (not the rifle) always win.

THE LYMAN 25X L.W.B.R. 


Long awaited the Lyman 25x is finally 
with us. Lyman describes the scope as 
follows: 


New! Lyman 25X L.W.B.R. Scope 


Demanded by serious competitors, 
this second model of the L.W.B.R. series 
has been developed primarily for the 
Bench Rest and Small Bore Rifleman. 
Totally new in optical design, it presents 
a no-compromise 25 power opti- 
cal/mechanical system designed to yield 
optimum performance and durability. 

Each scope is painstakingly hand-as- 
sembled and verified for performance 
before it is delivered. Other features in- 
clude: a true 25X high contrast optical 
system; parralax adjustable objective 
lens with positive recoil-proof locking; 
Lyman’s hand lapped-zero report - win- 
dage and elevation system with external 
windage and elevation controls with 
zero reset; and available with two 
different click values: 1/8” or 1/4”. 


We have been using our scope for a 
long time now and have some reactions 
to it. We have also listened to others who 
have been using it and can pass along 
some of their ideas on it. It has been 
around long enough by now so that it is 
fairly well known. 

Few scopes can speak of a back- 
ground such as this one. It was actually 
researched long before it was even put 
on paper. 

If memory serves me right Dick 
Beaulieu visited the IBS Winter Meeting 
in Williamsport in 1974 to seek opinions 
on what the shooters would like to see in 
a new scope. At that time Dick passed 
out a form which contained questions 
and room for comments. After compiling 
this the men at Lyman went to work on 
the scope. 

One thing lead to another and the

scope was delayed long after the initial 
target date. Finally it was given the 
green light and we saw the first ones this 
spring. To many they were worth the 
long wait. Initial orders were brought up 
rapidly by those who “‘just had to have 
one”’ for that new rifle. 

When my sample arrived it was ac- 
companied by a test form which | was to 
return to Lyman after fooling around 
with it for a while. That was done and all 
checked out OK. 

Tests included parallax setting, and 
repeating with ease; return of the adjust- 
ments after exaggerated adjustment 
changes, optical clarity and mounting 
ease. My scope passed the test and the 
sheet was returned. 

Most readers will be interested in the 
practical aspects of the scope so | will 
not repeat the test sheets here. We will 
look at how it works. 

My first problem came when mounting 
the scope. None of my current mounts 
would handle the new scope with its 
larger objective lens. | was OK with my 
Sporter barrel but had no clearance 
when | tried to put the Heavy Varmint on 
under the Lyman 25. New mounts were 
obtained and the problem was solved. | 
was not alone in this and received many 
reports of this problem. Lyman made us 
aware that it existed, however. 

Since the introduction of this scope 
the B-Square Company has marketed 
the Excellent LWB ring and base set. It 
solves the problem in grand style. See 
the January issue for details. 

Once the scope was mounted it was 
no job to set the Parallax. One could 
repeat the settings easily. This is a 
feature that other scopes do not always 
provide. | found it refreshing not to have 
to remember to double-check parallax. 
Just set and forget! Obviously we look a 
bit closer than that from range to range 
but there were no major variations. 

Adjustments were positive and pre- 
cise. There was no backlash or motion 
that | could detect at the target. Return- 
ing to a previous setting required only a 
check with the book for the proper num- 
bers. They did not change. 

The adjusting knobs were large 
enough to get ahold of and caps were 
provided. Both are good features. 

Looking provided the most pleasure 
with my sample scope. Some scopes 
provide a variety of pictures, from hazy 
to brilliant and all ranges between. Even 
within a given brand there will be a wide 
variety. 

To date | have looked through about 
30 of the new Lyman’s and found all of 
them remarkably close, allowing for the 
settings of different shooters. That does 


not mean that every single one will be 
brilliant but | would venture that Lyman 
will look at any that you feel to be in- 
ferior. 

My only complaint, and the major one 
of others, is that the scope appears to be 
a bit short in the eye-relief area. Listed at 
3” it appears to be a bit shorter to most 
shooters who have checked it. No big 
problem but a 308 might get a bit too 
close if one is not careful. 

Listed at 17 1/2 ounces my scope 
checked out a bit heavier. | was still safe 
on my rifle but one should have the thing 
weighed by the local butcher before 
commitments are made to put it on a ri- 
fle. It is rough to find out that it is too 
heavy and have to cut off some of that 
excellent barrel you did not want to cut. 

After using my scope all summer | 
have definite opinions. | like it! It offers 
clarity equal to any production scope, at 
least in my sample, and | can find bullet 
holes at 200 yards in most conditions. | 
have a few scopes in my cabinet which 
will not do this as well. 

| find that continued use over a long 
day presents no eyestrain as | have ex- 
perienced with other scopes. Setting the 
Lyman 25 properly is easy. | think that is 
part of it but it certainly has been easy on 
my eyes. 

Some scopes just allow reading 
mirage better than others. My Lyman 25 
is one of those. | am able to keep up with 
conditions with it. Not knowing what to 
do with what | see is my fault and | still 
do not have that figured out. Does 
Lyman have a scope in the works to take 
care of that? 

One good feature of the Lyman 25 is 
the factory provided lens caps. My sam- 
ple did not come with them in the box. 
Dick Beaulieu promised me a set but | do 
not have them yet. Those who have them 
really like them and feel safer with them 
in place. At least | will not lose mine. 

In looking back at the Lyman 25x it is 
a scope in response to a request. It ap- 
pears to be making inroads at the mo- 
ment. It will have to be good to make it 
with the group shooters. They are not a 
bunch to put up with second-best pro- 
ducts. 

The ultimate fate of the Lyman 25X 
rests with them. Will it make it or will it 
fall by the wayside? See us for the 
answer next year at this time as our 
crystal ball has been put on ice. 

One thing is for sure. All of us should 
take time to thank Lyman for listening to 
our suggestions. It was nice to see a 
company trying to meet our needs in the 
fine manner exhibited by the folks at 
Lyman.

I’m not sure but as | recall the 
shoulder angle was approximately 40° 
and the shoulder diameter was a good 
deal larger than the standard Swift.

The Cast Bullet Association con- 
ducted its first National Rifle Tourna- 
ment on September 17 and 18, 1977 at 
R.W. Hart’s Council Cup Rifle Range 
near Wapwallopen, Pa.

This is believed to 
be the first time that this bullet design 
has won in competition, although similar 
designs were popular many years ago.
